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MORNING BLAZE DESTROYS 
HOMEWOOD COUNTRY CLUB. 


|Loss of $150,000 Caused by Fire 
Which Starts After Midnight~ 
Scene of National Tournaments.

The clubhouse of the Homewood Country 
club at Flossmoor, one of the largest organ- 
izations of its kind in the middle west, was 
struck by lightning and destroyed by fire 
early thie morning. The loss is estimated 
at $150,000... 

The links /Jof the club have been the eet- 
ting of several national golf tournaments 
and the clubhouse contained many valuable 
trophies. 

The clubhouse had not been opened for 
the season and there were no members in 
the dormitories. The manager and two 
groundkeepers discovered flames going 
through the roof near the center of the 
structure. They summoned.the Homewood 
fire department and bucket brigades were 
formed by residents of the neighborhood. 
Lack of water pressure prevented streams 
being played on the flames from the hy- 
drants. 

The main building, which was built about 
five years ago to replace a wooden etructure 
destroyed by fire, was of concrete construc- 
tion and supposed to be fireproof. All at- 
tempts to save it were given up and the fire 
fighters directed their attentions to the 
locker rooms, but flames had gained such 
a headway there that it was impossible to 
check them. 

The club was organized in 1900 and the 
clubhouse wags situated on a picturesque 
site well adapted to golf about twenty-three 
miles southwest of the city. There are two 
courses, an eighteen hole links and a nine 
hole auxiliary. 

The Western Woman’s Golf tourney was 
scheduled to take place a: the club this 
summer.

Mrs. Louis Hoffman Seriously 
Hurt, Two Girls Killed, at 
Unguarded Crossing. 


PILOT CARRIES - BODIES. 


Louis Hoffman, a cousin of Coroner Peter 
M. Hoffman, who owns a farm near Golf, Til., 
strolled out of his house yesterday morn- 
ing and gazed down the road. He was wait- 
ing the return of his wife, Mrs. Bessie Hoff- 
man, who had driven in a two seated buggy 
to church tn Glenview with their two girls, 
Rose, 6 years old, and Irene, $ years old. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul rail- 
road tracks are not far from the Hoffman 
farm and the station at Golf is only a few 
hundred yards distant. While Hoffman was 
standing in his yard the Milwaukee Limited 
flashed into view, As the locomotive neared 
Hoffman noticed a queer mass upon the pilot 
of the engine. He suspected an accident 
had happened, and, knowing the train would 
stop at Golf, ran towards the station. 


His Own Children Slain. 

When he arrived the train crew and a num- 
ber of onlookers had gathered about the 
front of the stopped locomotive and were 
tugging at the mass on the pilot. He saw 
the wreckage was a canvas covering which 
had been torn from a buggy. It was rolled 
up much as one would rolla carpet. Mem- 
bers of the crew, including Engineer Thomas 
Dwyer and Fireman Daniel Geary, unrolled 
it and Hoffman screamed. The battered 
bodies of his wife and children rolled out on 
the etation platform. The children were 
dead. Mrs. Hoffman was unconscicus and 
bleeding. 

The necks of both children had been broken 
and their bodies were torn and disfigured. 
The canvas was dragged up on the plat- 
form and Mrs. Hoffman was laid upon it. 
Not far away the bodies of the children were 
placed. 

Coroner Hoffman was notified at his home 
in Desplaines, and after summoning phy- 
sicians from Glenview, Desplaines, and Niles 
jumped into his automobile and sped to Golf. 
Two physicians worked over Mrs. Hoffman 
for two hours in a vain attempt to resusci- 
tate her. She was then put in an automo- 
bile and taken to St. Francis’ hospital in 
Evanston. Physicians there found no bones 
had been broken, but that she was badly 
bruised, and it was feared she had incurred 
internal injuries. 


Tracks Obscured; No Gates. 

The grade crossing where the accident 
occurred is less than half a mile from the 
Hoffman farm. The tracks in both directions 
are obscured by trees. Thereare no warning 
signals or gates of any kind at the crossing. 
No flagman is stationed on duty there. 

Mrs. Hoffman was sitting on the front 
seat of the buggy and was driving. The 
children were on a rear seat. Mrs. Hoffman 
apparently failed to hear the approach of 
the eastbound train. It was said to have 
been going at a speed of forty miles an hour, 
Trees cut off the view of the track. 

The buggy was in the middle of the track 
when the locomotive crashed into it. The 
horse was hurled twenty feet and killed. The 
vehicle was smashed. Mrs. Hoffman and 
the children were caught in the canvas top, 
which wascarried along the track and 
pitched up on the pilot. 


Coroner Condemns 

Coroner Hoffman, who organized the pub- 
lic safety commission and launched the 
“Safety first’’ campaign in Chicago, visited 
the scene of the accident. He said: 

“at this particular crossing a person in 
an automobile or buggy cannot see a train 
approaching from either direction on ac- 
count of the trees. Whether the whistle of 
the engine was blown or any warning of any 
kind given, no one will ever know, perhaps. 
There is no protection whatever.

Vera Cruz Hears He May 
Retire if Given Guard 
to Seaport.

FAITH OF PEOPLE LOST 


Change in Cabinet Might Pre- 
pare Way for Choice of 
Successor, 


CAPITAL IN FEAR OF VILLA 


Vera Cruz, May 3.—Persistent reports con- 
tinue to circulate here that Gen. Huerta in- 
tends to retire from the provisional presi- 
dency of Mexico on condition that he be as- 
sured a safe conduct to a port and placed on 
board a foreign warship. 

It is declared in some Mexican circles ir 
this city that he was ready to resign a week 
ago, but was prevented from doing so by 
internal dissensions in his cabinet. 

The disappearance from the Mexican cabi- 
net of José Lopez Portillo y Rojas, the for- 
eign minister, coupled with reports that 
there is a growing undercurrent of feeling 
in Mexico City against the Huerta govern- 
ment, is interpreted here as foreshadowing 
a change in the situation in the federal cap- 
ital. 

Prepare Way for Successor. 

Some of the closest observers here of the 
government's situation express an inclina- 
tion to the view that Sefior Portillo's resig- 
nation may clear the way eventually for the 
appointment of a foreign minister who, under 
the Mexican constitution, could succeed 
Gen. Huerta as president. 

In these circles it is pointed out that while 
Venustiano Carranza declined to treat with 
Gen. Huerta, he might consent to enter into 
negotiations with his successor and thus 
facilitate mediation. 

The effect of the continued rebel successes 
in the north and the outcome of the pending 
attack on Tampico may bring about a rapid 
change in Mexico City. 


Angered by Huerta’s Deceit. 

While the Federal capital was reported 
quiet today people who arrived here said that 
the populace there was beginning to learn 
that Gen. Huerta had been deceiving the 
people all the time by issuing false reports 
of Federal successes over the Constitutiona]- 
ists. 

The news of the peaceful way in which 
the Americans are occupying Vera Cruz, it 
is said, has spread to the capital, and.con- 
vinced Mexicans there that the American 
invasion of the port is not for conquest or 
aggression, Refugees assert the inhabitants 
of the capital fear the coming there of Fran- 
cisco Villa more than that of the American 
troops. 

The elements in Mexico City which cling 
to the memory of the late President Fran- 
cisco I. Madero are reported to have been in- 
censed by the arrest of some of the deputies 
who were cast into jail on charges of con- 
epiracy. 

Quiet in Vera Cruz. 

After yesterday's flurry caused by the 
threat of Mexicans to attack the water 
works at El Tejar, Vera Cruz was quiet 
today. Many of the American soldiers at- 
tended mass in the old cathedral in the morn- 
ing, while in the afternoon great crowds 
attended the bull fight. 

Strict orders were issued today from head- 
quarters for the American soldiers and ma- 
rines in Vera Cruz and vicinity to remain 
in the same positions and not to advance 
or to bring on an encounter with the Mexi- 
can troops. 

During the alarm over the flurry at the 
water works yesterday detac ts of ma- 
rines and bluejackets were prepa for an 
immediate landing. Field guns were put 
in readiness for convenience ashore, but 
at the last moment, when headquarters had 
established the fact that there was no need 
for assistance from the fleet, all orders were 


cancelled. 


Deny Shots Were Exchanged. 

Official reports declare not a shot was fired 
at Bl Tejar, but other sources are persistent 
in their opinion that shots were exchanged 
by the outposts. 

One marine battalion ordered to Fl Tejar 
made the march under e biazing sun. An- 
other battalion of marines and a battalion of 
the Fourth infantry were taken forward as 
quickly as the rickety narrow gauge railroad 
and the patched up locomotives could take 
them. At the same time artillery and mount- 
ed detachments with machine gun platoons 
were held in readiness. 

The threat to take Ei Tejar is regarded 
here a@ having been made by one of the 
junior Mexican officers and not by Gen. Gus- 
tavo Maas himself.

a | AGAIN direct myself to you for 

the purpose of answering your 
respectful message relative to the ar- 
mistice, calling your attention to the 
fact that the international conflict 
with the United States was intention- 
ally provoked by Huerta, and for the 
solution of this I hurriedly accepted, 
in principle only, the goad offices of 
Brazil, Argentina, and Chile, and 
which act is independent of our inter- 
nal strife for liberty and law.

TERRIFIC BATTLE 
OF THREE SHOTS 


War Scribes, Footsore and 
Soiled, Only Ones on El 
Tejar Casualty List. 


CAMERA ROUTS ENEMY. 


BY JOSEPH MEDILL PATTERSON 
[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

Vera Cruz, May 3.—The great battle of 
El Tejar is over. El Tejar. is the nice 
Spanish name by which the Mexicans desig- 
nate the water works and pumping station 
just outside of Vera Cruz, -which furnishes 
the city’s water supply. 

The call to arms, the summons to rush 
to the defense of El Tejar, came about noon 
yesterday. — 

Vera Cruz lay calmand peaceful. Sudden- 
ly all was bustie and commotion in the plaza. 
The war correspondents came out of a semi- 
somnolent state. What had happened? 
Everybody began scouting about for the 
news. 

Gen. Funston’s headquarters were astir. 
Sharp orders issued, bugles sounded, sol- 
diers came running from every direction, 
companies fell in line, the men buckling on 
cartridge belts. : 


Ultimatum Given to Guards. 

Then the horrid truth became known. Out 
at El Tejar, which was being guarded by 
three companies of American marines, a 
big body of Mexican troops, a part of the 
army of Gen. Maas, had appeared. A cou- 
ple of Mexican officers, carefully bearing a 
flag of truce, had walked right up to the 
water works, 

The Mexicans demanded that the Ameri- 
cans surrender within ten minutes, 

Maj. Russell told them to get out and not 
lose any time about it. 

The Mexicans departed—ever carefully 
bearing the little white flag—and there ap- 
peared to be a stirring of several hundred 
Mexican soldiers in the brush a half mile 
away. So Maj. Russell telephoned in to 
Gen. Funston that an attack on the water 
works seemed probable and reinforcements 
were needed, 


Correspondents Rush to Front. 

All this we war correspondents gathered 
while preparations were making to rush 
1,200 soldiers out to El Tejar. The war cor- 
respondents rushed to the front. Brave men, 
alk. attired in white tennis shoes, beautifully 
pressed white flannel trousers, and sun 
helmets, perfectly equipped with field glasses 
—every strap and buckle correct—they 
started for the field of death and carnage. 

Horses? There were none, and there was 
no time to be lost if the complete and vivid 
chronicle of the great battle was to be given 
to a breathless world. Sol started out witha 
detachment of three privates under Sergt. 
Milkey of the hospital corps. 

There are two railroads running side by 
side southeast from Vera Cruz and in the 
direction of El Tejar. We hiked along one 
of thest railroads, the hot sun beating down 


on us. 


Photographer Saves the Day. 

Finally we left the railroad and started 
east. Suddenly, in the brush ahead of us, we 
saw the glint of rifies. Horrors! We had 
met the enemy and we were unarmed. There 
were three of them. We retreated. Sergt. 
Milkey with great presence of mind sig- 
naling with his handkerchief to imaginary 
reinforcements somewhere in our rear, 

We got back to the railroad and discovered 
a dozen other war correspondents, including 
Richard Harding Davis, Frank Palmer 
Coates, and Hall Simmons Starrett.

When asked what effect the refusal of 
Carranza to suspend hostilities would have 
on mediation, Ambassador Da Gama said 
tonight:

“ Will mediation be confined to the differ 
ences between the United States and 
Huerta?” he was asked. 

“No,” he replied. ‘“ The mediators will 
continue to direct their efforts to the initia 
tion of some plan for the internal pacifica- 
tion of Mexico.” 


Bryan Included All Factions. 

In hia reply to the offer of the good offices 
of the A-B-C powers Secretary Bryan used 
this language: 

“This government hopes moat eurnestiy 
that you may find those who speak for 
the several elements of the Mexican people 
willing and ready to discuss terms of satis- 
factory and therefore permanent settle- 
ment. If you should find them willing, this 
government will be glad to take up with 
you for discussion in the frankest and most 
conciliatory spirit any proposals that may 
be authoritatively formulated, and will hope 
that they may prove feasible ani prophetic 
of a new day of mutual coUperation and 
confidence in America.” 

Gen. Huerta placed no limit on his accept- 
ance of the offer of good offices. He accept- 
ed them “in principle.” Following the 
agreement of the United States to a suspen- 
sion of hostilities, he expressed e like readi- 
ness to establish such « condition. 


Delay Injurious to Huerta. 

There is still a disposition in administra- 
tion circles to believe that Carranza and 
Villa eventually will agree to a suspension 
of hostilities and the pacification of Mex- 
ico through the friendly and peaceful diplo- 
macy of the mediators. 

The president and Secretary Bryan are 
anxious that the hope of peace which the 
mediation offers shall not be shattered. It 
is to the interest of this government, in 
their view, to continue the negotiations as 
long as possible, since every hour's delay 
works to the injury and final downfall of 
Huerta. 

The dictator is in this unfortunate posi- 
tion: If he should abandon mediation, he 
faces his certain elimination through a pos- 
sible invasion by the United States.

Exodus Began When Madero 
Started Revolt Against 
Porfirio Diaz. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., May 3.—[ Special. }— 
Over 7,000 refugees have been brought out 
of Mexico by the United States govern- 
ment during the last two weeks. About 
8,000 Americans remain there now, most 
of whom are on their way to Vera Cruz and 
other ports of safety. 

The exodus of Americans is not new. 
When Madero started his revolution against 
Porfirio Diaz there,were between 75,000 and 
100,000 Americans in Mexico. Many of them 
left when it became apparent Diaz would be 
overtthrown. Others remained temporarily, 
but left immediately following the Huerta 
coup @ yearago. Fifteen thousand came out 
last year, and the remaining 10,000 are most- 
ly out now. 

The rescue work has cost this government 
close to $1,000,000. The government appro- 
priated and spent $200,000 in Mexican ref- 
ugee work last year. The Red Cross also 
spent a large sum—close to $50,000. The Red 
Cross has cotperated with the government 
since the work started. 

Congress appropriated another $500,000 
ten days ago. The greater part of it has 
been spent by the officials in charge of the 
refugee work. 

All Ordered to Leave. 

Two weeks ago tonight Huerta declined to 
salute the American flag. This government 
gerved notice on all Americans to leave 
Mexico. Many started immediately, only to 
be held up by the taking of Vera Cruz. A 
week of anxiety followed, during which other 
governments impressed Huerta with the fact 
he must arantee the Americans safe con- 
duct out of Mexico. 

Finally a promise was extracted from 
him and, so far as the state department 
knows, no American has been killed or 
harmed in any way by the dictator's men, 
though a number of them have been im- 
prisoned and kept within restrictions until 
he ordered his soldiers to free them.

Vera Cruz, May 3.—A. W. Churley, ath- 
letic instructor of the Y¥. M. C. A., who has 
just arrived from Mexico City, says every- 
thing was quiet at the capital when he left 
there on Thursday night. The American, 
Mexican, and English members of the Y. M. 
C. A. were fraternising in just as friendly a 
manner as before the eccupation of Vera 
Cruz by the American troops. 

The instructor says that President Huerta 
has received advices from San Luis Potosi 
to the effect that the Federal troops were 
sacking the town preparatory to evacuating 
it before Villa and his rebels entered it, which 
was supposed to have occurred last Friday. 
Mr. Churley says the Federals were starving 
and had not been paid. He thinks that in 
about a month from now Villa will move 
from San Luis Potosi to Mexico City. 


Villa Currying American Favor. 

Mr. Churley says Villa's purpose in curry- 
ing favor with the Americans by raising and 
saluting the American flag in Torreon was 
to “‘atone for the Tampico outrage by the 
Huertaistas.’’ Mr. Churley also saysthat the 
Americans in Mexico City deeply resent the 
action of the state department in placing 
them under the protection of the Brazilian 
minister. 

The train on which Mr. Churley arrived 
was crowded with many of the better class 
of Mexicans who had fied the capital because 
they feared Huerta’s government would be 
overturned and that anarchy would ensue. 
President Huerta, he said, was impressing 
many thousands into the army. 


Huerta Editor Prints False News. 

Rodergo de Llano, editor of President 
Huerta’s newspaper organ, El Imparcial, 
who was arrested here the other day on a 
charge of spying and afterwards released and 
allowed to visit all parts of the city when 
he was vouched for by two American cor- 
respondents, returned to Mexico City and 
published a most lurid story of the alleged 
brutality of the American forces. 

He says his own treatment is an illustration 
of how Mexicans are treated. He declares 
that he was beaten by six American soldiers, 
which is, of course, untrue. 

This seems to indicate that inasmuch ase 
El Imparcial is an absolute Huerta organ, 
the president is furtively creating anti-Amer- 
ican sentiment at the capital. 


RECOVER BODY OF AMERICAN 
FROM NUEVO LAREDO GRAVE. 


Mystery Surrounding Disappearance 
of Porfirio Laurel of Texas Is 
Cleared Up. 


Laredo, Tex., May 3.—The body of Porfirio 
Laurel, an American ranchman, who dis- 
appeared last November, was recovered to- 
day from a grave near Nuevo Laredo, Mex- 
ico. 

Laurel had been arrested by Mexican Fed- 
erals, wha persistently denied reports of his 
execution.

Huerta Orders Train for Refugees. 

“When I referred to the request I had 
made this morning to the department of for- 
eign relations for a special train for Ameri- 
cans desiring to leave the federal capital, 
Gen. Huerta at once gave orders for the nec- 
essary arrangements to be made, and the 
train will leave Coatzacoalooe at 6 o'clock 
tomorrow evening. 

“ Gen. ._Huerta assured me in particular 
that the train would carry the requisite 
number of sleeping cars for the women and 
children of the party and would be run under 
the protection of the Brazilian flag and with 
an adequate military escort to guard the 
passengers: 

“ The Brazilian consul and vice consul will 
accompany the train on behalf of the Bra- 
zilian legation.”’ 


Refugees Flee Mexico City. 

It was expected that about 500 American 
refugees would leave the capital tonight and 
tomorrow. Application for berths on board 
the special train arranged for by the Bra- 
zillan envoy had been made by 315 Ameri- 
cans, and at the last moment more are ex- 
pected to decide to depart. 

Dr. Edward Ryan, the American con- 
demned to be executed at Zacatecas a few 
days ago, was to have arrived here yes- 
terday, but until thisevening had not reached 
the capital. 

The war department does not give any 
reason for the delay, but declares that Dr. 
Ryan, under a strong escort of Mexican 
troops, has passed through Aguas Calientes. 
The Brazilian minister was notified that 
the American would be delivered safely into 
the care of the Brazilian legation.

WAR SPIRIT BARBARIC. 


The Rev. J. S. Ladd Thomas Says 
It Is Not Exhibition of 
Patriotism. 


War with Mexico formed the theme in sey- 
eral Chicago pulpits yesterday. 

“Tf the United States is to go to war with 
Mexico, it ought to go forwerd on a high 


,” said the Rev. Samuel J. Skevington, 


pastor of the Belden Avenue Baptist church, 
who spoke on *‘ War or Peace?” 

“It is to our, credit as a nation that there 
has been so little enthusiasm for the war 
and so much reluctance to enter upon it. 
Whether we shall have peace or war re- 
quires more of a prophet than I am, but we 
ought, if it means war, to go into it as a big 
pation, determined to show that we are not 
after vengeance or conquest.” 


War Spirit Barbaric. 

“We might as well praise the prairie wolf 
or the lion in the jungle as to commend the 
war spirit,"’ said the Rev. J.S. Ladd Thomas, 
pastor of the Austin Methodist Episcopal 
ehurch. “ The war spirit is not an exhibition 
of patriotism but of barbarism. 

“Jt is said that we are to change the 
ctuelty of the Mexicans into the virtues of 
civilization. I thank God for the civiliza- 

‘tion, but in view of the killing of the miners 
in Colorado and of the minister in this state 
who was engaged in the fight against the 
liquor traffic, it would not seem to be a case 
of angele going to war against devils.”’ 

The policy of mediation was commended 
by the Rev. M. P. Boynton in his sermon pre- 
jude in the Woodlawn Baptist church. 

“ Mediation,” he said, ‘‘ is a word that lifted 
the burden from millions of hearts and as- 
gures our people anew of the honest, self- 
gecrificing efforts of President Wilson and 
his advisers to secure only justice and human 
rights in Mexico. 

“Mediation ie a bigger word than mere 
friendliness in time of war or in effort to 
prevent armed conflict. This new fellowship 
of the western republics in settlement of 
difficulties between nations on this half of 
the globe is but the dawning of a new con- 

‘ psolousness of solidarity as between North 
and South America. 


No More Conquests. 

“We must quit all foolish talk of annexa- 
tion. There should be no more conquests 
looking to land or treasure hidden away in 
the earth. There should be an immediate 
and generous recognition of present owner- 
ship; and if there should come about any 
further federation of the nations it shouid 
be done in courtship and love and by the laws 
of national matrimony, not by the worn out 
savage methods of abduction, kidnaping, 
and despoliation of the other estate.”’

MEXICAN FACTIONS AGREE 
TO SHORT TRUCE AT TAMPICO. 


Rebel Sympathizers in Washington 
Assert Carranza Has Ordered Re- 
newal of Attack on City. 


Washington, D. C., May 3.—News of a 
temporary truce between the contending 
Mexican armies at Tampico came to the navy 
department today in a report from Rear Ad- 
miral Mayo. It was taken for granted, how- 
ever, that the cessation of hostilities would 
be short lived, as Constitutionalist repre- 
sentatives here declare that Gen. Carranza 
has ordered the attack on Tampico to go for- 
ward with renewed determination. 

Eighteen refugees from the interior ar- 
rived at Tampico yesterday, reporting that 
they had been subjected to serious annoy- 
ances by the Constitutionalists. Rear Ad- 
miral Mayo has asked the rebel commander 
to furnish a guard for other foreigners who 
are on their way to the coast. 


Conditions in City Bad. 
Vera Cruz, May 3.—Conditions in Tampico 
are growing more serious, according to 
Capt. Blackadder of the liner Camaguay, 
which arrived today flying the Cuban flag. 
He said the water supply had been entirely 
cut off and that conditions in the city are 
filthy. The inhabitants are bordering on 
famine, eggs. fetching $1 apiece, potatoes 
and tomatoes 50 cents a pound, and other 
foods in proportion.

Experts Say Nation’s Tars Are 
Most Efficient in Service of 
Any Power. 


Washington, D. C., May 3 —[Special.]—Al- 
though the president has issued no call to 
colors, enlistment in the navy appears to be 
all the rage among the youth of the republic. 

Nearly all the recruiting stations in the 
country have reported an\inundation of en- 
listments. The rate has jumped from 1,800 
to more than 7,000 a month. The department 
already has in sight enough recruits to make 
up the deficiency of 10,000 in the number re- 
quired to man adequately every ship in the 
navy. 


Best Marksmen in World. 

The jackies of the American navy, accord- 
ing to international experts who have sub- 
mitted reports to the department, are the 
best marksmen and the most efficient body 
of men generally in the service of any power. 

A remarkable improvement in gunnery has 

taken place in the United States navy since 
the Spanish war. The accuracy of the fire 
of big and little guns was demonstrated 
amply by the shells dropped into the Mexi- 
can naval college during the occupation of 
Vera Cruz. 
According to the officers of tie navy, the 
efficiency of the men with the monster guns 
has increased 1,000 per cent since 1898. The 
contests which are held yearly involve ship 
against ship, and the turret crew that makes 
the best record in the fleet at target practice 
receives substantial rewards for excellency 
in gunnery. 


Honors Mean Much to Men. 
In addition the victors wear upon their 
uniforms the letter “E,"’ which is also 
painted upon the turret, on the guns, and. 
during steaming exercises, on the smokepipe 
of the winning ship. The men are said to be 
exceedingly proud of such an honor and are 
the envy of the men on all other ships.

Reports to Washington Americans 
Express Appreciation of Kind 
Treatment by Huerta’s Men. 


Washington, D. C., May 3.—The Brazilian 
minister at Mexico City, representing the 
interests of the United States there, noti- 
fied the state department today that 160 
Americans have reached the Mexican capital 
from Guanajauto.

Calls Professors Cowards, Not 
Daring to Speak Against the 
Oil Monopoly, 


John D. Rockefeller Jr., teaching a Sunday 
school class and refusing to arbitrate in the 
coal miners’ strike in Colorado was held up 
as an example of inconsistency by Preston 
Bradley, pastor of the People’s church, in his 
sermon yesterday in the Wilson Avenue 
theater. Mr. Bradley's subject was, “ Is the 
Church a Friend of Labor?’’ 

**I wonder what John D. Rockefeller Jr. is 
teaching his Sunday school clase this morn- 
ing,”’ he said. “I -wonder if he tse teaching 
them the parable of Dives and Lazarus. Or 
is he quoting to them the words of Christ, 
‘Foxes have holes and the birds of the air 
have nests, but the Son of Man hath not 
where to lay his head? 

“What can such a man teach a Sunday 
school class when he refuses to arbitrate a 
strike where more persons have been killed 
in the last three months than have been 
killed in Mexico in the last three years? 
Who gave any individual the ownership of 
the earth? 
‘The past history of the church showsthat 
it is the enemy of labor. I’m gled I am not 
the pastor of a church where men sit in the 
pews and look sanctimonioue while they 
have in their pockets money received from 
the sale of Women’s souls and bodies. 
‘Two men were dismissed ffom the Uni- 
versity of Michigan for their teachings on 
sociology. There are professors in the Uni- 
versity of Chicago who dare not speak the 
truth because of the connection of the uni- 
versity with the Standard Oil monopoly.

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REORGANIZATION OF POLICE 
FAILS TO DECREASE CRIME. 


Five Hundred Holdups, 2,000 Resi- 
dence and Store Robberies, Looted 
for $250,000, Reported in 4 Months 


Figures compiled from police reports for 
the four months ending April 30 show an 
increase in crime over any similar period in 
the history of the department. 

It was thought with the reorganization of 
the police department robberies and bur- 
glaries would show a perceptible decrease, 
but, on the contrary, there has been a 
greater number than ever before. 

Five hundred “holdup” robberies have 
been reported, in which the aggregate loss 
of the victims was about $10,000. There 
were 2,000 burglaries of flats, residences, 
and stores, the total loot amounting to $250,- 
000. Besides these robberies and burglaries 
there were scores of other cases, such as 
horses and wagons being driven away by 
thieves and goods valued at $10,000 stolen. 
About 400 automobiles were stolen, but In 
nearly all of these cases the machines were 
found abandoned after being stripped. 

The theft of two sample cases of jewelry 
valued at $75,000 from a salesman is not in- 
cluded in the foregoing. Neither is the re- 
ported ‘‘holdup’’ of a jewelry salesman 
who claimed to have been robbed of valua- 
bles worth $325.000 at North Halsted street

“CONSOLIDATED SCHOOLS.” 

The “ little red schoolhouse ” will soon be 
a thing of the past in the United States, ac- 
cording to a work entitled “ Better Rural 
Schools,” just issued at Indianapolis. It is 
giving way to what is knownsiis the “ con- 
solidated school.” From the standpoint of 
sentiment, of past associations and memo- 
ries, the writers of the book, G. H. Betts 
and O. EB. Hall, say the disappearance of 
the old schoolhouse may be a loss. From 
the point of view of utilitarianism, however, 
it is a decided gain. With the disappear- 
ance of the old ungraded school the problem 
of rural education is solving itself, they 
assert. 

The consolidated school means this: The 
people of a certain district in the country, 
instead of building a little school within 
walking distance of their farms and putting 
it in charge of one teacher, unite with the 
people of two, three, and even half a dozen 
districts in the neighborhood and build one 
big, modern school having half a dozen 
teachers instead of one. This permits the 
employment of competent instructors. It 
permits the enlarging of the curriculum, for 
there is room in the consolidated school for 
a domestic science department for girls and 
for shops and laboratories for boys. 

In addition to receiving better training. 
the pupils of the consolidated school also 
have more of a social life. There being a 
larger number of them, they organize ath- 
letic, social, and debating clubs. The prob- 
lem of transportation to and from the school 
is solved by the maintenance, in connectiop 
with the schools, of buses at the expense of 
the community. 

The spread of the consolidated idea comes 
pone too soon. The education of the six 
million children of this country’s agricul- 
tural population is decidedly in need of re- 
form.

Best Editorial of the Day. 


| MR. ASQUITH, 
{From the London Spectator. } 

At the moment there can be no quéesetion 
that politically the most important person- 
ality in the country is Mr. Asquith. For 
the time he completely dominates the po- 
litical situation, and though Mr. Lloyd- 
George may be more talked about and may 
evoke greater enthusiasm at Radical meet- 
ings, it is Mr. Asquith to whom both his own 
followers and his opponents look for a de- 
cision in the present parliamentary crisis. 

It is, indeed, in parliament itself that Mr. 
Asquith’s strength essentially lies. He ig, 
before all things, a great parliamentarian. . 
Mr. Gladstone once called himself “ an old 
parliamentary hand.” Mr. Asquith can not 
yet fully claim the first epithet, but he has 
already shown a power greater than Mr. 
Gladstone's for managing parliamentary sit- 
uations. Although he succeeds in this dif- 
ficult task, yet he can not truthfully be de- 
scribed either as a strong man or as a pe- 
culiarly wise statesman. 

Nor does he kindle in the hearts of his fol- 
lowers any of that semi-religious fervor 
which some other politicians have succeeded 
in creating. He succeeds because, by intui- 
tion or by training, he has acquired the 
knack of extricating himself and his party 
from dificult parliamentary situations. In 
the conditions under which we live such a 
knack may almost be described as a form of 
statesmanship. The country is governed by 
the house of commons, and the people who 
carry on the government have to retain + 
majority in that house. 

This condition necessarily involves con- 
stant bargaining with persons of conflicting 
views, constant postponement of problems 
which a resolute statesman would, in the in- 
terests of the country, tackle at once, con- 
stant changes of opinion, while maintaining 
the pretense of a continuous policy. From the 
point of view of the moralist the kind of suc- 
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ji pertinent to hygiene, sanitation, end grevention of disease, if matters 
of general interest, will bc answered in thie solumn, Where epace will not permit or 
the subject is not euitable, letters will be personally answered, subject to proper limt- 
tations and where a stamped, addressed envelope is incloved.

WHAT LOCOMOTOR ATAXIA IS. 

G. A. 8B. writes: “What is locomotor 
ataxia? What are the other diseases of the 
spinal nerves and the brain? What ie the 
cause of pain in the neck at the base of skull 
on the right side of the spine? Often a hard 
lump forms, reaching from the spine and 
outward to the right.” 

REPLY. 

1. Locomotor ataxia ig a disease of the posterior 
one-quarter of the spinal cord. It is due to an 
overgrowth of fibrous tiasue and a destruction of 
the fibers and cells which belong in that area. 
The pain is due to pressure of the growing fibers. 

It ia felt not in the spinal cord but in those 
regions of the body supplied with nerves by the 
diseased area in the cord. The zone involved is a 
trunk line through which there pazse in and out 
nerves necessary for standing and walking and 
some other acts, When this trunk line is put out 
of commission, the different muscles necessary for 
standing and walking do not work together prop- 
erly. The most frequent “‘ way beck’ cause of 
locomotor ataxia is syphilis,

OUNT OKUMA, the one legged new 
premier of Japan, is not only an old 
man but is also president of a re- 
markable society, known as the 
Hyakunun-Kai. It is a society of 

centenarians, to which persons of 80 years 
and over alone are eligible. Count Okuma 
contends that a man should be able to live, 
under proper conditions, for at least 125 
years and has announced his determination 
to survive to that age. 

The society has about 500 members. The 
majority of them are residents in Tokio, 
though the eldest, a woman named Nami 
Shimuka, aged 113, invariably travels all the 
way from the Yamaguchi prefecture to the 
capital to attend the tri-monthly meetings. 
These are usually held at Count Okuma’'s 
metropolitan residence. The conversation on 
these occasions turns largely to problems of 


diet, the most efficacious means of warding - 


off the infirmities of age, the eyesight, the 

hearing, and, last but not least, the necessity 

for teeth, not only for purposes of mastica- 

tion but likewise for distinct enunciation. 
~o- 

There is a general impression that in Japan, 
where both boys and girls mature so early, 
mothers of 14 being the rule rather than the 
exception, that the people age prematurely 
from a western point of view and that they 
are quite old by the time they reach 40. 
Count Okuma’s society of octogenarians and 
centenarians and its membership of 500 
seem to disprove this idea and to demon- 
strate that both men and women are just 
as apt to attain the years of the Psalmist 
as Americans and Europeans. 

A remarkable feature of this society is 
the wonderful mental and physical vigor of 
those belonging toit. Many of them dispense 
with spectacles. Most of them come on foot 
to the meetings at Count Okuma’s house, 
often from aconsiderable distance. The only 
point in which they are weak appears to bein 
their hearing, and it is noticeable that when 
any address is being delivered there is a 
pretty general raising of the hands to the 
ears. 

Count Okuma’s hearing, however, is per- 
fect, and he is amazingly energetic and active 
in spite of the loss of his leg. It is a wonder 
that the count survived the injury, for his 
leg was blown off by means of a revolutionary 
bomb hurled into his carriage one day when 
he was driving away from the department of 
foreign affairs in 1889. 

_ — 

It is difficult to realize that he was already 
minister of finance of Japan in 18698, holding 
that office for the following twelve years, 
during which time he sent Gen. Williams 
of New York to negotiate the first foreign 
loan of Japan in the United States. When 
he took office in 1869 the country was in a 
state of chaos, Owing to the civil war which 
had just come to an end. 

The administration wascalled upon to meet 
not only the cost of the war but also the con- 
struction of a new system of government, 
schools, and colleges, a new army and navy, 
and to assume the debts incurred by the 
shogunate and by the daimios, or feudal 
rulers of almost autonomous provinces. 
That Count Okuma should have found means 
to face all these expenses and to devise and 
create the necessary resources speaks 
volumes for his positive genius in the matter 


of Gaancial statesmanship, 


Count Okuma is tall, much taller than the 
majority of his countrymen, and has a large, 
clean shaven face and high forehead, the 
expression of his face being unusually set 
and determined, presenting a striking con- 
trast to.the ordinarily so mobile features of 
the Japanese. He has a well merited repu- 
tation for great tenacity of purpose, enter- 
tains a keen sense of national pride and of 
what is due by foreign powers to the dignity 
of the empire. He is today the only survivor 
of that band of so-called elder statesmen to 
which modern Japan may be said to owe its 
existence. 


> 

Capt. the Hon. Louis Chetwynd of the 
royal navy, who has just died in London, 
where he held the office of superintendent 
of compasses at the admiralty, was a young- 
er brother of Lord Chetwynd, in the line of 
succession to the latter’s viscounty, and 
leaves an American widow with twe boys 
and the same number of daughters. Mrs. 
Chetwynd was Miss Augusta Beverley Robin- 
son of New York. 

The Chetwynd family is one of the oldest 
in England and extends back in an unbroken 
line to Adam de Chetwynd, Lord of Chet- 
wynd, who figures in the history of the 
twelfth century. The viscounty is about 200 
years old. There is also a baronetcy in the 
family, created about a hundred years ugo 
in favor of a member of the house of Chet- 
wynd for his services as clerk of the privy 
council. It is now held by Sir George Chet- 
wynd, ex-member of the Jockey club. His 
only son Guy’s marriage to a New York 
woman has been sundered by divorce. The 
boy born of this union eventually will in- 
herit the baronetcy. 


— 

Lord Somers, who is now on his way across 
the Atlantic and due in New York tomorrow 
evening, is en route to Canada, where he has 
large farming interests in the province of 
Ontario. He is only fairly well off at present, 
dependent on an income of about $15,000 a 
year, derived from the entailed property of 
his barony. But he will become a rich man 
on the death of his kinswoman, Lady Henry 
Somerset, the dowager Duchess of Bedford. 

On the death of the third and last Ear! of 
Somers in 1883, the earldom of Somers and 
his viscounty of Eastnor became extinct, his 
barony of Somers, dating from 1784, descend- 
ing, however, along with the entailed prop- 
erty, to his young cousin, the present Lord 
Somers. 

The earl at the same time bequeathed the 
bulk of his fortune, including a large stretch 
of real estate in London known as Somers 
town, and also Eastnor castle, in Hereford- 
shire, to his daughters, Lady Henry Somer- 
set of temperance fame and Adeline, widowed 
Duchess of Bedford, for life only, the prop- 
erty possessed by each of the two women to 
revert on their deaths, not to Lady Henry’s 
son, Henry Somerset, the Harvard graduate, 
but to Lord Somers. 

The next heir to the peerage of Lord 
Somers, who is unmarried, and to the prop- 
erty coming to him, is his uncle, the Rev. 
Henry Somers Cocks, rector of Edenbridge, 
in Kent. He is married to a daughter of 
Llewelyn Haskell of Boston, Mass. The Rev. 
Mr. Cocks’ next brother, who is also in the 
line of succession to the Somers barony and 
property, is likewise married to an American 
girl, his wife being a daughter of Maj. Sabin 
of the United States army.

_ GENERAL BOYCOTT 


Seek to Cut Off Supplies of 
Knab, Efting, and Pow- 
ers Restaurants. 


PICKETS RESUME TODAY. 


“Coup” Promised by Union Lead- 
ers; Miss Starr to Tour 
Strike Zone, 


A general boycott on the bakeries and res- 
taurants owned by George Knab, B. F. 
Efting, and L. W. Powers is planned by 
the labor leaders, according to statements 
made yesterday. The movement is backed 
by teamsters, laundry drivers, chauffeurs, 
and all union men connected with delivery. 
. Leaders in the waitresses’ union assert this 
move will cut off the supplies of the bakeries 
and restaurants. 

The waitresses’ union, which declared a 
strike on the twenty restaurants owned by 
Knab, Efting, and Powers, is preparing for 
an extended boycott. They say two of the 
restaurant owners are willing to sign the 
@greement, but are held back by the third. 


Alliance with Brewers. 

Miss Elizabeth Maloney, secretary of the 
Waitresses, and Fred Ebeling of the cooks 
and bakers say the restaurant owners are 
allied with the brewery and saloon interests. 
Miss Maloney said the purpose of the alli- 
ance is to keep down the wages of women. 

“The brewery interests are afraid of the 
women,” she said. ‘‘ They know that if the 
women’s organizations get controlling power 
the whisky interests will lose out. 

“The striking waitresses want $8 for six 
Gays’ work. The restaurant keepers want 
to pay us $7 for seven days’ work. Weare 
prepared for a long siege, and if the restau- 
rants can stand it, we certainly can.” 


Picketing Resumed Today. 

There was no picketing of the restaurants 
during the day. The pickets, however, will 
be in their places this morning, anda “ coup ”’ 
has been promised by the leaders. Miss Ellen 
Gates Starr of Hull house has planned to 
visit each picket. 
_ Three cooks who were arrested on Satur- 
day night were released on bonds. The cooks 
are C. S. Carman, S. T. Stevens, and John 
Kempany. Kempany accused the policemen 
of clubbing him.

Extra Teams to Handle Neglected 
Family Treasures. 


All of Chicago except the unpaved alleys 
will be clean in three days. Cleanup week 
begins today. Commissioner of Public 
Works Lawrence McGann and W. G. Lein- 
inger, head of the street cleaning depart- 
ment, have made special arrangements for 
codperation with householders, civic insti- 
tutions, and schools, to care for the refuse 
gathered from the vacant lots and back 
yards. : 

“ Really there isn’t much to be done,” said 
Mr. McGann. ‘“ We are two months ahead 
of time. All of the streets and the paved 
alleys have been clean for weeks. 


Unpaved Alleys Cause Trouble. 
“It is the unpaved alleys which are difi- 
cult to keep in sanitary condition. The dirt 
and refuse from the unpaved alleys is car- 
ried into the clean streets and make real 
cleanliness impossible.” 
Mr. Leininger outlined his plans for co- 


operation: 
“We will put on a number of extra teams 


for the first few days to carry off the house- 
hold refuse. 


Movers Leave Family Treasures. 

“The people who packed and unpacked in 
their spring moving left a lot of family treas- 
ures lying about the alleys. These things 
will be piled in a specified place and carried 


off. 
“There was less moving than usual this 


spring and the street cleaning is ahead of 
time. I think we can finish the work in three 


days.”

. DEALS WITH WAR 


Life in Texas City Camp De- 
scribed as Means of Solv- 
ing Landslides. 


GIVE PHOTO OF TRUSTEES. 


Picture Embodied in Report 
Intended to Benefit 
District. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

The drainage trustees who made a trip to 
Panama have printed their report. The dis- 
cussion preceding the trip indicated that its 
purpose was to investigate landslides. The 
‘resolution authorized the committee “to 
make an investigation of conditions on the 
Miesiesippi river, and of the Panama canal 
work if it be deemed advisable, and of bene- 
fit in results to the sanitary district prob- 
lems.”’ 

The report consists of ninety-two pages, of 
which sixty-four are pictures and charts. 
One of the pictures is of Trustees Kane, 
Breit, and Dailey, with certain city officials 
of New Orleans. This may be classed as 
* of benefit in results to the sanitary district 
problems.”’ 

One choice bit of reading matter on “ land- 
slides "' is the following: 

‘While in Texas City the party was also 
escorted through the United States military 
camp by Col. Brannison, the officerin charge. 
Here 8,000 United States troops have been 
quartered for a year, during which time a 
regular course of training has been mein- 
tained. 

“The men are trained to the minute and 
ready for war, and if called upon will un- 
doubtedly give a good account of them- 
selves.”’ 


Fitness of U: 8S. Soldiers. 

This opinion of the fitness of the soldiers 
can be taken as authoritative, because the 
report is signed by Trustees James Dailey, 
Fred D. Breit, and Edward Kane, in addi- 
tion to Engineers E. J. Kelly and Philip 
Harrington. Possibly this opinion, ‘‘ of bene- 
fit in results to the sanitary district prob- 
lems,” accidentally was learned and for- 
warded to President Wilson before he ordered 
the troops away with Gen. Funston. The 
readers of the proceedings of the drainage 
doard in years to come, after the Mexican 
trouble is ended, will be convinced of the 
versatile ability of the present trustees of 
the sanitary district. 

It may not be apparent now wherein this 
opinion of the drainage trustees on the readi- 
ness of the soldiers has any relationship to 
landslides on the Chicago drainage canal, 
but the report itself says it is pertinent. One 
sentence reads: 

** While many minor details of great value 
were gathered, it is not. the intention to 
elaborate on subjects other than pertinent 


to the work, and therefore this report out- 
lines in a general way only the main points 
of interest and especially those features 
which are similar in nature to the sanitary 
district work now in progress or confronting 
us in the near future. 


Attention Devoted to Slides. 

“It was for this reason that considerable 
attention was devoted to slides, the methods 
attempted to prevent their occurrence, and 
the methods of removal adopted, as having 
especial bearing on Calumet-Sag and north 
shore channel problems now absorbing the 
attention of the sanitary district.’’ 

As related, a considerable portion of the 
report is devoted to slides, with the result 
that the committee says: 

“ The judgment of our engineering depart- 
ment in treating slides and slide conditions 
has been confirmed by our study of means 
employed by other engineers of national 
reputation.’”’ 

From which it may be assumed that the 
district will continue the method of pre- 
venting slides which it used before the com- 
mittee made its trip. The district has the 
satisfaction, however, of being convinced 
now that its method was according to the best 
engineering practice. ‘

The 
remaining vestrymen, who claimed the unit- 
ed support of the parishioners, said they 
expected the rector would from now on be 
given a free rein.

Dr. Stone Defends Record. 

“ My record of twenty years’ service to the 
parish and community will stand,” the Rev. 
Mr. Stone said. “ Little else need be sald. 
The charge that I am opposed to the social 
service movement is absurd. I favor every- 
thing in that line which the churth can 
afford, but don’t belleve work should be 
entered into which cannot be paid for. 

He said the charge made by the resigned 
vestrymen that the meeting at which Hough- 
teling and West were defeated was 
“ packed " could not “ hold water” because 
every one present wae « parishioner in good 
standing. 


Opposes “Tangoing Into Church.” 

Another of the vestrymen in sympathy 
with Dr. Stone said: ;

HOPES TO END LONG SLUMP. 


A. M. Drill Will Be Started Today 
Despite Victory Over Browns.

St. Louis, Mo., May 8.—[Special.]—Before 
today’s game Manager Callahan decided on 
a desperate remedy for the White Sox 
slump, and it may have produced the change.

The job can be done quickly by skillful ad- 
vertising, of exactly the same sort that has 
bullt up the present enormous business in 
ready to wear clothing, which is centered in 
Chicago. But the introductory advertising 
on thie side will neither be as expensive nor 
as great in variety as the home sort. It will

Ia Budapest, the “‘ Americans of Europe,” 
as the Hungarians are called, follow the dic- 
tates of fashion even more closely than do 
our enthusiastic young men at home.

Licensing Board Acts Follow- 
ing Report of Rockefel- 
ler Investigator. 


SHUTS UP 72 SALOONS, 


Boston, Mass., May 3.-—[Special.]J—As a re- 
sult of the investigations of George Knee- 
land of the American Vigilance association, 
who also did work for the Rockefeller 
bureau of social hygiene, the Boston licens- 
ing board has clamped the lid on ten Boston 
hotels and effectively restricted the business 
methods of twenty others. The research 
lasted three months and cost $3,000. 

The investigations revealed seventy-two 
saloons and cafés which definitely catered t- 
immorality and which were closed as posi- 
tively disorderly. 


New Hotels Established. 

Mr. Kneeland made the announcement 
that, while Boston was remarkably free 
from the “* parlor houses "’ to be found in the 
segregated districts of other cities, it had an 
almost identical expression of the social evil 
in the connection of disorderly saloons and 
cafés with second rate hotels and rooming 
houses. He found that with the closing of 
parlor resorts a large number of hotels had 
sprung into existence, built and conducted 
for the sole purpose of being assignation 
places. 

The investigators also found that while the 
letter of the excise law forbidding com- 
munication with men at other tables had 
been skillfully observed the solicitation and 
bargaining by the women were most brazen 
and unmistakable. The women were al- 
lowed to sit hour after hour, buying drinks 
and tipping the waiters. The more liberal 
the tips the more secure their seats while 
they waited for some man to make a sign 
that he desired their company.

He has been promised the co- 
operation of all suburban railroad officials 
in listing the mumber of persons who live 
beyond the city limits and yet come into the 
city every day to work. 


Speak Many Languages. 
The ¢numerators will be given instructions 
in Fullerton hall today and then apportioned 
to the various districts. There are thirty- 
five of these districts, one in each ward, and 
headquarters for a like number of supervis- 
ors Will be established in as many school 
buildings. The workers speak every lan-

More than half of them are women who 
have had experience in taking school cen- 
suses before. Every nationality and race is 
represented. George Lee, a Chinaman edu- 
cated in this country, will help list the resi- 
dents in “Chinatown.”

The census will show the name, age, ed 
dress, sex, and nativity of every man, wo 
an, and child. Persons more than twenty- 
five years old will be listed separately, as 
will babies. Children of compulsory school 
age, 7 to 14, will be recorded in two classes— 
those attending school and those not. Those 
between 14 or 16, who are at work, will be 
given according to their occupation. Those 
neither at school nor at work will be classi- 
fied. The same method will be used for those 
between 16 and 21. 
An accurate list of all deaf, dumb, biind, 
and crippled children will be taken in order 
that better facilities may be provided for 
conveying them te and from the school 
buildings.

ANNIVERSARY OF HAYMARKET 
RIOT AND CRONIN MURDER. 


Twenty-eight Years Ago Today An- 
archists Killed Chicago Policemen 
on West Side by Hurling Bomb. 


Today is the anniversary of two historic 
local events—the Haymarket riot and the 
murder of Dr. Patrick Henry Cronin. 

The riot, in which several policemen were 
killed, was on May 4, 1886. Anarchists were 
holding a meeting in Haymarket square on 
the west side when 185 policemen, under 
command of Inspector John Bonfield, 
marched upon them and an order was given 
to disperse. At that moment a bomb was 
thrown from an alley north of Randolph 
street, on the east side of Desplaines street. 
The bomb landed in the ranks of the polics, 
and dozens of the bluecoats were injured. 
One was killed instantly, and seven others 
died of their injuries within a few days. 
Several of the anarchist leaders were 
hanged for inciting riot, and others were sent 
to prison. 

The Cronin murder, which was called the 
“ crime of the century,” was on May 4, 1889. 
He was lured from his residence at Division 
and North Clark streets under the pretext 
of attending an injured man, and was killed 
in the Carison cottage on North Ashland ave- 
nue. Dan Coughlin, a city detective, was 
one of three men convicted of the murder.

7" We think the parade was a great suc- 
cess, and we are glad it was so,”’ said Mrs. 
Bowen. “I do not think it likely, or even 
possible, that any friction will develop bee 
tween the national association and the Illl- 
nois suffrage organization. 

“ Talk about Miss Addame and myself hay- 
ing a council of war is nonsense. She mere- 
ly came out here to spend the day with me, 
and rest. 

“ So far as I am concerned, the incident is 
closed. I did not march and thus, to the best 
of my ability, I kept faith with the national 


gressional union.” 

From Miss Addams came an authoritative 
explanation of the attitude of the members 
of the national board. 

“ Perhaps my own position seemed a little 
in doubt because I had been called out of the 
city by the illness of my step-mother and s0, 
even if everything had met with my ap- 
proval, I could not have marched,”’ said Migs 
Addams. “ But if I had been in town I woulg 
have taken no part in the parade. é 


Rift Started with Meeting. 

“To get at the reason we shall have to go 
back to a meeting which took place in New 
York on Feb.12 between the execufive board 
of the National American Suffrage associa- 
tion and the executive board of the Con- 
gresaional union. The women of the union 
at that time were agitatinga federal suffrage 
amendment and planning a great national 
demonstration. 

“ They asked us to join them, and we voted. 
to do so. Mrs. Bowen, Mrs. Medill McCor- 


ing and, of course, agreed to support the 
Congressional union's campaign. It was 
proposed that all local suffrage associations 
be urged to pass resolutions favoring the 
federal amendment and forward them te 
congress. There were to be demonstrations 
throughout the country to give force to the 
resolutions. 

“ For reasons of their own the women of 


O. K. on the resolutions outlined by those 
behind the movement, although they agreed 
to take part in the demonstration. If it had 
not been that Mrs. Bowen and myself both 
were on the national board—Mrs. Bowen act- 
ing as president of the central suffrage body 
—we would hare marched gladly. 


Good Wishes with Marchers. 

“ As it was, our good wishes were with the 
marchers, but we had to stay out of their 
ranks. Lf we had been in the parade it would 
have appeared that we personally, hed 
failed to give to the Congressional! union the 
support which we had promised. Our with- 
drawal was merely in the interest of feir- 
play. 

“I do not think trouble will arise between 
the Illinois and National associations. For 
one thing there will be no meeting of the 
national board until Dr. Anna Shaw, the 
president, returns from Europe, and she will 
not be back until June. Many things will 


arise to overshadow the recent misunder- 


stamding between now and then.”

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Choral Music Dominates 
Waning Concert Season.

UNDAY’S music makers were unable to 

compete successfully with the weather 

man. The Paulist Choristers, whose 

wonderful song has made them the most 

popular of the city’s smaller choral bod- 
fes, were heard by a comparatively small audi- 
ence in the Lllinois theater. A gathering still 
less numerous listened to the Musical Art so- 
elety’s last concert of the season in the Fine 
Arts theater. Adolph Bartky, who ventured a 
Gébut in piano recital at the Comedy theater, 
was perhaps the most fortunate of the Sunday 
matinée givers in the matter of patronage. His 
audience, though not drawn from the regular 
concert going public, was large enough to fill 
the homelike little auditorium. 

The merits of Father Finn’s singers too often 
have been made subject of comment in these 
columns to need detailed definition at this time. 
They achieve a choral tone of runrivaled vari- 
ety, beauty, and expressiveness. They sustain 
a faultless ensemble. They have made them- 
selves a perfect vocal machine and upon this 
machine their talented conductor plays with an 
art that inspires and elevates the listener. The 

erformance given the two settings of the 

erubic hymn from the Russian liturgy by 
Gretchaninoff and Rachmaninoff may be re- 
@orded as the finest examples of choral art 
which the season has offered. 

As soloists there appeared in this concert 
Master Edgar Donovan, soprano; Master Ben- 
jamin Hart, soprano; Frank M. Dufford, and 
Thomas MoGranahan. Because of other duties 
it was possible to hear only the offerings of 
Mr. McGranahan and Master Hart. The for- 
mer displayed the possession of a lyric tenor 
voice of rarely sympathetic quality and ample 
power and brilliance. His young colleague sang 
with flutelike purity and flexibility of tone, 
charming taste, and total lack of self-conscious- 
ness. Accurate and sympathetic accompani- 
ments were supplied by Miss Mary Anderson 
and Father Finn. 

a 


The finest moment in the concert of the Mu- 
gical Art society came early in the program 
and was called forth by one of the many novel- 
ties presented. Granville Bantock, one of the 
leaders of modern English music, has achieved 
slight recognition in this country. But his 
fame will grow among lovers of choral music 
if he has written many such part songs as com- 
prised the opening group of the Musical Art 
society’s program. Especially worthy of com- 
mendation was the third of this group entitled 
“Spirit of Night.” It is written for eight parts 
and Mr. De Lamarter’s chorus contains too few 
singers to succeed, as a rule, when thus subdi. 
vided. But Bantock has written with remark- 
able skill for the voices, and Mr. De Lamarter 
has often proved himself a master of choral 
effect, wherefore this number supplied the con- 
cert with a moment of rare artistic complete- 
ness.

Of equal worth was the presentation of the 
three songs of Charles d’Orleans by Claude 
Achille Debusssy. The quaint imagery of this 
fantastic music gains in picturesqueness by the 
transferrence of the typical Debussy formuls# 


te the choral medium. [It ts 4ifficult enough. 
But it is singable and the chorus indulged in 
few intervallic eccentricities not indicated in 
the score. The two little part songs of Edward 
C. Moore, to continue an enumeration of the 
novelties presented, proved gratefully simple 
and pleasantly touched bya frank tunefulness 
that just escaped conventionality. They were 
most cordially received, and repetitions were 
demanded. Adolf Brune’s cradle song for wom- 
en’s voices and Palmer Christian's “ Awake,” 
also new, could not be heard. 

Detailed report of the first half of the pro- 
gram suffices to mark the artistic virtues that 
were discovered in the work of the Musical Art 
society. Chiefly they are the virtues which an 
exceptionally gifted and resourceful conductor 
can impose upon material that is insufficient 
numerically and sometimes inefficient individu- 
ally. The chorus, though it contains a few of 
the best professional singers in the city, is not 
worthy the talents of its conductor nor equal 
to the ambitions which are cherished for it. 
Thus the Bach motet, “Be Not Afrald,” was 
conceived by the conductor with that true great- 
ness of spirit which belongs to it. Its per- 
formance became an imperfect sketch of this 
great intention; a sketch in which many ex- 
quisitely designed contrasts of tonal quality 
were suggested only, because they lacked the 
requisite power and volume to set them con- 
vincingly across the footlights. Mr. DeLamar- 
ter deserves more singers. Every serious pro- 
fessional in the city should be with him.

ui Bartky’s program was both long and ex- 
acting. It is evident that an incomplete record 
of his talents and attainments may be at- 
tempted in reporting upon the facts of the per 
formance accorded three numbers out of eleven, 
especially since these numbers included only 
one that was a conclusive technical and musical 
test—the Schumann “Toccata.” It was Rich- 
ard Wagner who said that an fmterpreter de- 
fined his understanding or his misunderstand- 
ing of a composition first of all by the tempo 
chosen for its performance. If Mr. Bartky’s 
tempo for the Schumann “Toccata” is right 
then the rate of speed chosen by the average 
pianist of recognized position is much too fast. 

On the other hand there were many likable 
qualities in this slow performance. It had an 
unaccustomed and attractive rhythmic impulse. 
It had many imaginative suggestions of hid- 
den melodies and many unaccustomed inflec- 
tions of mood and meaning. Furthermore, it 
convinced Mr. Bartky’s hearers. Wherefore he 
is right to play it as he does. Similar freedom 
of style marked the presentation of Brahms’ 
familiar transcriptiqn of a gavotte by Gluck, 
and again one may condone it. But for the 
lack of fluency which marred the Mendelssohn 
“Spinning Song” no excuse may be offered.

Notices were put up last 
week for the termination of no fewer 
than thirteen plays in West End houses. 

In several cases the management have been 
taken completely by surprise, having calculated 
on certain pieces, which were doing fairly good 
business at the beginning of April, continuing 
to draw until their preparations had been com- 
pleted for the production of new bills in the 
summer season. Few theaters have not suf- 
fered from the unprecedentedly fine weather of 
the month, and in some cases the receipts have 
dwindled to the vanishing point. 

The necessity for producing at short notice 
sO many new attractions to recall the straying 
attention of the theatergoer has created an un- 

eled. stir in the dramatic world. Arnold 
tt’s “Helen with the High Hand,” Gran- 

ville Barker’s presentation of “A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream,” George Edwardes’ “The Girl 
from Utah,” Bayard Veiller’s “Within the 
Law,” and Sardou'’s “Diplomacy” are chief 
among the plays whose runs will now come to 
an end. . 

“Within the Law” has been a conspicuous 
success and has nearly completed a year’s run 
at the Haymarket.

ENORMOUS LOSSES SUSTAINED. 


Mountain Stronghold tn Morocco Car 
ried at Point of Bayonet—Victors 
Lose 9 Killed and 25 Wounded. 


FZ, Morocco, May 8.—A desperate battle 
between the French troops and the followers 
of the native pretender to the Moroccan 
throne resulted today in the defeat of the 
Moors, who suffered enormous losses.

U. §S. CHAMBER DIFFERS. 


Chicago Attitude to Be Factor in Na- 
tional Referendum. 


The question of the extent of the powere: 
to be conferred upon the proposed interstate 
trade commission contemplated in pending 
anti-trust legislation is one that promises to 
be productive of much discussion among the 
business men of the country. 

On this point the attitude of the Chicago 
Association of Commerce, as expressed in 
the report of its special committee on anti- 
trust legislation, differs from the recom- 
mendations of the committee which has 
promulgated a referendum of the chambers 
of commerce of the: United States, which 
relates to the entire question of anti-trust 
legislation, the Chicago body favoring broad 
constructive powers for the commission, the 
committee of the chamber recommending 
that the commission ‘should not now be 


= ee eee | eee 
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ted as soon as 
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given authority to advise applicants con- 
cerning the legality of proposed contracts, 
combinations, etc., under the Sherman act.” 


Sends Out Copies of Report. 

The Association of Commerce has sent 
copies of its report to all of the commercial 
organizations of the country which are con- 
stituent members of the national chamber, 
and has called the attention of each to the 
particular features respecting which the at- 
titude of the business men of Chicago differs 
from the recommendation of the committee 
of the national bedy. Many replies have 
been received, indicative of intense interest 
in this subject and clearly showing that the 
question is one both sides of which will have 
vigorous advocates. 

There are seven questions included in the 
referendum of the national chamber. The 
first of these is whether or not the proposed 
interstate trade commission should be cre- 
ated at all. On this point there seems to be 
concurrence in favor of the commission, its 
formation being strongly urged by the Ch!- 
cago body. 

Question No. 2 relates to the jurisdiction 
of the commission, which the committee 
formulating the referendum suggests shall 
include all corporations engaged in inter- 
state or forelgn commerce, save those amen- 
able to the Interstate commerce commission. 
On this point the Chicago association goes 
further and would make its jurisdiction co- 
extensive with the application of the Sher- 
man law, embracing individuals as well as 
corporations. 


View of Association of Commerce. 

It is the third question which raises the 
issue of the authority of the proposed inter- 
state trade commission. Upon this point the 
opinion of the Association of Commerce is 
thus expressed: 

‘“* We believe this commission should be a 
body to which business men can come and 
submit their plans of future action for ap- 
proval, and that all acts carried out in good 
faith under the approval of this commis- 
sion should be performed without the pos- 
sible danger of subsequent criminal prose- 
cution. 

* As the commission will proceed, its re- 
ports and orders and investigations will 
gradually compose a body of administrative 
rulings which, of themselves, will explain 
and clarify the application of the Sherman 
law. And this new power would then rarely 


be necessary to invoke.”

Want Brokerage Rates Raised. 


The Insurance Brokerage Association of 
Chicago has made an appeal to the Chicago 
board of fire underwriters to increase brok- 
erage from 10, 15, and 20 per cent, graded 
according to class of property, to 15, 20, and 
25 per cent, go that the brokers will beon the 
same basis as to compensation as the so 
called class 2 agents, who are located outside 
the business district. 


The brokers claim that they are giving their en- 
tire time to insurance, that they are well trained 
in their calling. fully equipped to render the best 
service, and are entitled, therefore, to as much 
commission as the real estate and loan men, who 
also have insurance agencies. 

Any increase in compensation to the brokers 
will come from the local agents themselves, and 
net from the insurance companies, as the com- 
panies have placed a maximum of 20, 3, and 30 
per cent as compensation to downtown agents. 
The downtown agents now recetve a margin of 
10 per cent on. businer~ placed with them by 
brokers. The brokers contend that 5 per cent 
differential is sufficient, and hence the agents 
have been importuned to raise the scale. 

The brokers figure that under the present system 
their compensation on fire insurance has been re- 
duced about 25 per cent. They contend that this 
is a very sharp reduction, and that they are 
entitied to more consideration. 


Effect of War on Insurance. 


The accident companies, as well as life com- 
panies, are giving considerable thought to what 
coverage can be afforded policyholders engaged in 
military and naval service if war is declared with 
Mexico. 

Most of the life companies provide that claims 
eannot be contested after one or two years, ac- 
cording to the conditions of the policy. Some 
companies have a provision in their policies for 
an increased premium in case of service in war. 
One or two companies have passed resolutions 
stating that this restriction will not be imposed.

Small Deliveries Reflect Tight 
Situation; Exporters Buy 
New. Crop Grain. 


CORN DECLINE CHECKED. 


Argentine Reports Less Bearish; 
"Local Shipments Liberal; 
Hog Products Show Loss. 


Deliveries on May wheat contracts the first 
Gay of the month were unexpectedly light, 
and there was a further tightening in the 
May future relative to the other months. 
The small deliveries emphasized the fact 
that cash wheat supplies here and at other 
markets are tightly held and that the May 
iteelf is in a congested position. 

While the shipping demand has been light, 
@ considerable volume of sales for August 
shipment of new wheat has béen reported, 
and exporters look for a good trade during 
the summer months. A little old hard winter 
wheat was bought here by Baltimore ex- 
porters to fill old sales; and it is understood 
@ considerable portion of the wheat taken 
on delivery will be shipped down the lakes. 
Deliveries on May 1 were 630,000 bu. 


May Shorts Best Buyers. 

The general impression appears to be that 
shorts in May wheat are in a difficult posi- 
tion. Hedgers have not viewed with any 
degree of satisfaction the increasing pre- 
mium of the May over the July, and there 
has been soine covering of May wheat by 
shorts who have not liked the way the mar- 
ket was acting. The moderate taking off 
of hedges against sales of cash wheat in 
this and other markets, with the covering 
by shorts, has created a demand more than 
sufficient to take care of the Nquidating sales. 

Receipts are moderate in all directions. 
In the northwest the general opinion ap- 
pears to be that the supplies there will be 
mo more than enough before new spring 
wheat is available. At winter wheat markets 
the arrivals are not heavy, and it would not 
take much of a demand to cause a further 
tightening of the May. However, there is 
not much prospect of foreigners buying much 
old wheat, as with the prospects for an 
enormous new crop they are willing to allow 
stocks to run down to small proportions. 


Argentine Offerings Light. 

Ordinarily with conditions such as now 
exist in regard to supplies, the foreigners 
would be free buyers of any wheat we had 
_ to offer at current prices, which are rela- 

tively cheap. That the Argentine crop will 
not be much of a factor abroad is now rec- 
Ognized, and despite the abnormal crop 
claimed to have been harvested in Russia 
last year, nothing in the Russian shipments 
up to date indicates that the crop was more 
than usually large. 

Stocks on passage are about 21,000,000 bu 
less than a year ago, and world’s stocks are 
much lighter than a year ago. Late re- 
. ports Saturday confirmed liberal sales of 
both new and old wheat for export. 

With all these influences that ordinarily 
would make for higher prices, foreign mar- 
kets have not been much more than steady, 
and the decreasing stocks and small world’s 
shipments have not created any buying sen- 
timent either here or abroad. 

Private crop reports covering the winter wheat 
country indicate a crop above 600,000 bu. Snow 
estimates a condition of 93.7, against 91.7 a 
month ago and places the abandoned acreage at 
only 22 per cent, leaving about 85,500,000 acres 
to harvest. General rains have fallen over both 
the spring and winter wheat belts. 

In Canada, as well as in our own northwest, 


there is every prospect for an excellent crop, in- 
Gications pointing to about the same acreage as 


@ year ago. 
Liquidation Depresses Corn. 


Liquidation in corn carried prices off sharply

Tendency in Advance Buying 
Conservative, but Better- 


ment Is Expected. 
SHOE MARKPT ERRATIC. 


Orders for Most Part Are Small, 
but Frequent Parcel Post 
a Factor.

Trade for the week was affected somewhat 
by unsettled conditions, according to sales 
managers of some of the larger houses. The 
tendency was to confine orders to immediate 
necessities and the advance orders for fall 
indicated a conservative feeling on the part 
of merchants buying in the Chicago market. 
Agricultural prospects, they said, were ex- 
ceptionally bright, and this fact, in their 
opinion, assured excellent trade conditions 
for the year.

The promotion of American busines is just 
one of some twenty-seven different duties 
the American consul has under his charge, 
although at present business promotion is 
becoming about the heaviest and most im- 
portant single division in the daily work 
of nearly all the consular offices. 

“ American” office furniture is one well 
known line in Budapest that deserves the 
closer attention of American manwufactur- 
ere. Much of it is not American. The high 
roll top @esk, an American invention, hae 
been superseded at home by the flat desks or 
the low roll tops. The foreign business man 
has not developed that fast in style changes. 
He still wante the high ones The Ameri- 
cans try to convince him (by letter) that the 
present Hne of flat top desks is more effi- 
cient. 

Meanwhile, up tn Holland, they’re manu- 


% 
| facturing ‘‘ American’’ high roll topa, care~- 


fully copying the old American style, imitat- 
ing American trade namea, and selling them 
in good quantities and at better prices in 
Hungary. It is a first clase example of giv- 
ing the market what is wants, instead of 
what it ought to have. So in Budapest one 
sees an American office furniture display 
with one or two real American pieces for 
bait and the real stock in Dutch, Swedish, or 
German imitationa selling at fat prices. In 
the one item of high roll top desks Ameri- 
cans deserve their trade loss; they have not 
met the market demand for the old style. 


Germans Meet Demand. 

The German argues otherwise. He says: 
“They want this stuff. So we will make it 
as they want. Also, we will call it American, 
because the name ls popular. And no one wili 
bother us, for the Americans are too busy at 
home with the new styles. Yes—the new 
styles are better, and later on will be in 
vogue. But meanwhile, we will help our- 
selves to the present demand by meeting 
exactly what they want, and incidentally get 
these big prices.”’ 

The Hungarian dealers who really want 
American goods have another complaint—the 
German middleman in Hamburg with whom 
they must do business. He’s the man who 
secured control of sales for all Europe, in 
the days when foreign trade was a mere 
detail for indifferent American firms. It's 
different now—but the German is still on the 
job with his old contract. The Hungarians 
have to deal with him; and he devotes him- 
self to selling them German goods, imita- 
tions of the very American lines he repre- 
sents. HBasy money! He has the American 
lines sewed up by his sales contract, charges 
high prices, makes indifferent deliveries, 
and works hard between the two factors to 
gell his home lines, often inferior, at better 
profits. 


Advise Direct Sales. 

The thing for Americans to do—according 
to the American consule—is to work direct 
with individual gales agente in Hungary. 
Right now there’s a fine opening for the 
American incubator manufacturer who will 
show his line. The Hungarian ministry of 
agriculture is working hard to build up poul- 
try raising. The demand for eggs and poul- 
try grows every day—only last month a 
young Chicagoan was in Hungary sizing up 
the poultry and egg situation for Swift's of 
Chicago, ready to buy for export te the 
United States. 

In Budapest one sees a great modern city, 
with wide streeta, great parks, beautiful 
buildings, public and private (and limited 
by law to a six story height); a city that 
boasts the original passenger subway, built 
in 1806, but never an electric automobile! 
A million population, rich, pleasure loving, 
money spending, keen on business—and the 
absence of electrics on the level streets is 
conspicuous. 

Some manufacturer from Chicago or else- 
where is going to start the electrics in vogue 
with Budapest society, and is going to get 
the cream of a rich market. It will take 
demonstration and a man on the job, but 
market conditions are ideal; level city, ex- 
ceptionally well paved, beautiful parks, rich 
and growing population. The pioneer with 
the courage to open this market will land big 
business, but he’s due for some steady pre- 
liminary work. 

The Hungarian market waits real exploi- 
tation by Americans, a market ready for our 
best wares and selling efforts, directly 
handled, and one susceptible to our best 
advertising practice, which can make pos- 
sible rapid introduction. With those factors
